V. 2. Chutions and Explanations: 

I . Claims 1 -88 lack an inventive slep under PCF Article 33(3) as being obvious over Wllshire et ol. (U.S. 6,409,602 Bl) in view oi' 
Htilch cl ul. (US. 6,089,982 A). 

Wiilsliirc cl ul. discloses a slim Icmiinal gaming system wherein a player(s) al a remole client/lcrminul compuler(s) (120) is allowed to 
access one or more diflcrent computer game programs (virtual casino floor showing video poker, keno, slots, blackjack, etc. game 
selections) via one or more server/host computere (110) Ihrougli a network, such as, the Internet (l 1 5). Remote client/terminal 
computer(s) (1 20) include a wagering or bet acceptor deWce (150) such as a coin collector, a bill collector, u smart -card reader, a credit 
card reader, etc. Wiltshire appears to disclose all of the claim limitations with the exception ol'a unique identification code associated 
with u processor module; and u security module cn-operuble with the processor, the security modulo being arranged to enable execution 
ofthe sotiware program by the processor when the program is encrypted with the unique identification code associated with the 
pmcessor module, and to disable execution ofthe software when the software program is encrypted with n code that is diflerent Jfrom the 
unique identilacalion code associated with the processor module (claims 1,16. 24, 44, 52, and 76); the security module disables 
execution ofthe software program when the software program is unencrypted (claims 2, 17, 25, 45, 53, and 77); the unique identification 
code is stored in a protected area ofthe storage memory (claim 3. 18, 26, 46, 54, and 78); and communication between the processor and 
the al least one peripheral dcvnce is encrypted (claims 7, 22, 32, 52, 60, and 82). 

Althougli Wiltshire et al. discloses each client/termmul computer (120) includes wagering or bet acceptor device (150), such as 
a coin collector, a bill collector, a smart-card reader, a credit card reader, etc, Wiltshire el al. seems to lack explicitly disclosing: 

• a unique identification code associated with a processor module; and a security module co-opemble with the processor, the security 
module being arranged to enable execution ofthe software program by the processor when the program is encrypted with the unique 
identification code associated with the processor module, and to disable execution ofthe software when the software program is 
encrypted with a code that is different fiiim the unique identilj cation code associated witli the processor module (claims 1, 16, 24, 44, 52, 
and 76); 

• the security module disables execution ofthe software program when the software program is unencrj^pted (claims 2, 17, 25, 45, 53, and 
77); 

« the unique identification code is stored in a protected area ofthe storage memory (claim 3, 18, 26, 46, 54, and 78); and 

• aimmunication between the processor and the at least one peripheral device is encrypted (claims 7, 22, 32. 52. 60, and 82). 

Holch et al., like Wiltshire et al., teaches of an online gaming s>'slem wherein a player is allowed to select fixjm multiple 
wagering games tn play at a player terminal. Therefore, Holch et al., and Wihshire et al. are analogous art. Furthermore, Holch et al. 
teaches of encrypting ployer pin and account daUi while communicating ovgt a network. Holch el al. teaches: 

• a unique identification code associated with a processor module; and a security module co-operable with the processor, the security 
module being anronged to enable execution ofthe software program by the processor when the program is encrypted with the unique 
identification code associated with the processor module, and to disable execution ofthe software when the software program is 
encrypted with a code that is dilTerent from the unique identification code associated with the processor module (claims 1, 16, 24, 44, 52, 
and 76) (Figure 5a and Column 6, lines 52-65); 
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the security module disables execution of the soAwtire program when the software profiram is unencrypted (claims 2, 17, 25, 45. 53, and 
77) (Figure 5a and Column 6, lines 52-65); 

ihe unique identification code is stored in a protected urea oftlie storage memory (claim 3. 18, 26, 46. 54, and 78); and 
communication between the processor and the at least one peripheral device is encrypted (claims 7, 22, 32, 52, 60. and 82) (Figure 5a 
and Column 6, lines 52-65). 

Additionally, securing sensitive data over a network such as the Internet via encryption tcclmiqucs are notoriously well known. 
For instance, encryption techniques can be used for accessing persona! finance accounts at Qnancial institutions on the Internet or 
purchasing merchandise Irom a retailers website. Tlicrefore, it would have been obvious at the time of Applicant's invention to utilize 
encryption Icclmiques, such as those discussed in Hoich to Iransmil data securely in Willsliire. One would be motiv-aled to do so because 
paividing a secure data interface enables a remote game player to have a piece of mind when ntiking financial transactions, such as 
wagers via a credit card, over the Internet. 

2. Claims 1-88 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry.
